7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102b) as being anticipated by Have 
(5,128,737). 

The figures and reference numbers referred to in this office action are used 
merely to indicate an example of a specific teaching and are not to be taken as limiting. 

Regarding claims 1-4, Have (see specifically figures 1-2) discloses a 
semiconductor wafer 01 having a multitude of chips 03, of which chips 03 each 
one of a given number of chips 03 is situated in one of 4 adjacent exposure fields 
(positioned at the central area of the wafer 01 ) each of which, as detailed in 
figure 2, comprises a process control module 02 (at the top left corner of the

exposure field) and 3 chips 03, wherein the process control module 02 is 
arranged in a given area on the wafer 01 , in which the given area is formed by 
the exposure field, and in which the process control module 02 takes the place of 
at least one chip 03 and is present of at least 25% in the exposure field (see 
figure 2). Have further discloses four process control modules 02 in four adjacent 
exposure fields being situated at equal distances from each other with respect to 
two mutually perpendicular coordinate directions.
